The N« tble C o n du c t o f lllack Cartridge 
Ite fo r e a n d A fte rw a rd. 
Between then and tlm next attack Te* 
cu rmeh and hi» bro ther, th e “i'ro phet,” 
had been stirring u p the Indians to driv e 
the white inv mlers fro m the land, ttnd in 
A u g u st tli© Indians begu n co llecting near 
thefitrt, which was garriso ned by o nly 
abo u tsix ty so ldiers ami tlu « ir o fficers. There 
were also tw enty wo men and chihlren in 
the fo rt. 
Captain Ileald was u rg« « d to 
abando n the fo rt while there was yet time, 
bu t delayed u ntil 1,1X10 Indians had co llect 
d. Then, seeing that fighting was us« *l« *ss, 
he capitu lated o u th« * Indians agreeing to 
su pply an esco rt and take the o ccu pants o f 
the fo rt safely to Fo rt Wayne.

The Origin of Civ il Serv ice Reform. 


Mr. Clev elam! cannot pose as the found 
er, father and apostle of civ il serv ice re­ 
form. 
Non partisan serv ice was in v ogue 
from 1789 to 1829. 
Remov als for opin­ 
ion s sake, except in great offices, were 
not practiced by the first six presidents. 
Had it not been for the practice esta b­ 
lished by Washington, it is possible that 
J efferson would hav e used the axe liber 
ally, for one of his utterances was that 
"few- « He and none resign." 
The first 
step taken toward introducing a reform 
of the serv ice was at the suggestion of 
Preisdent Grant, and by him the first civ 
il serv ice commission was appointed. Mr. 
Hayes enforced and enlarged the system, 
Mr. Arthur executed the law with a fair 
degree of fidelity, and President Harrison 
not only carried out the law, but ma« i<* 
important appointments from the oppo 
« ition party. 
To a considerable extent 
ho allowed incumbents of opposite politics 
to serv e out their terms. 
The proposi­ 
tion of Mr. Clev eland to permit Republi 
cans in office to continue until their terms 
expire is uot new. 
That he approv es of 
it is to his credit. In ail the states officers 
are chosen for fixed terms as a rule, and 
there is no good reason why the same 
principles should not prev ail umicr the 
uatioual gov ernment, except a stoca binet 
and foreign mininistere and perhaps to 
some other high offices.— R ieh a n i II Me 
lh ma Ul, Jr., in Ju ly Ca lifo rn ia n .
